The  method  of  protection  c orimonly  in  use  is  to  give  . 
each  child  two  immunising  injections  at  the  .age  of  one  year 
and  a third  reinforcing  injection  early  in  school  life.  The  , 
reinforcing  injection  is  mes  t ' important  to  ensure  protection  . 
during  the  early  school  years,  and  356  such  injections  were 
given  during  the  year. 


In  addition  to  immunisation  against  diphtheria 
a prophylactic,  which  combines  immunisation  against  diphthorig 
with  immunisation  against  v/ho oping  cough,  was  tah:on  into  use,  . 
and  was  made  available  to  parents  on  roQuost*  The  combined  , 
prophylactic  differs  f r cm  the  usual  one,  in  that  initially 
three  injections  arc  required  instead  of  two.  It  produces  a. 
vcry..gEM.„ilLm]iilit.y.. .to_  diphthc^ria  ond_,_  alth ough  its  value  against 
whooping  cough  has  yet  to  be  acuratVly ''asAo'sscd,’  large  shale' 
surveys  arc  being  carried  out  by  the  IJinistry  cf  Health,  and 
there  is  already  sufficient  evidence  to  s hOvV  ijhat  it  is  of 
undoubted  value  in  preventing  or  lessoning  the  severity  cf  the 
dis  ease. 


As  in  previous  years  the  Council,  in  conjunction  with 
the  Bridgwater  Rural  District  Council,  carried  out  a combined 
publicity  campaign  to  encourage  diphtheria  prophylaxis.

It  is  still  difficult  to  obtain  adequate  repairs  tc 
existing  houses  although  more  labour  and  materials  are  available. 

The  high  c'ost  of  repairs  is  tho  main  drawback  and  in  many  cases 
ov/ners  of  low  rented  houses  at'd  receiving  no  return  on  their 
capital ■ outlay.  The  schedule  cat  the.  end  of  ' the  report  shows, 
hov/evor,  that  the. ro..was- a considerable  increase  in  tho  amount 
ef  repairs  carried  out  to  houses  during  the  year.  • - 

Overcrow  ding. 

9 cases  of  overcrov/dihg  v/ero  abated  during  the  year 
as  compared  vTith  11  during  1947.  9 nov;  cases  were  investigated 

and  tho  total  number  cf  known  cases  remaining  unabated  at  the 
end  of  tho  year  was  10. — Ho  systematic  inspections  were  cn,rricd 

out— du-rL'-ng  the  year,  however,  and  the  number  of  actual  cases ■ 

must  be  far  in  excess  of  the  number  known.-  ■ - . - — ■

52  samiples  cf  ice-cream  w ore  submitted  fer 
bactoriolcgical  examination  during  the  year  and  these  wore 
provisional  graded  as  f ellows:- 

Grade  1 10,  Grade  2 17,  Grade^  3 12  and  Grade  4 13  • 

These  results  are  a considerablo  improvement  on  those 
obtained  in  1947  but  there  are  still  far  too  many  graded  in 
classes  3 end  4.  It  must  bo  remembered  that  these 
classifications  are  only  provisional  and  in  my  opinion  the  ; 
mcthals  of  sampling  and  testing  v/ill  have  to  be  improved 
before  the  standard  can  be  made  legal.  ' - 

Rats  and  Mice  Destruc  tion  Ac  t.  , 

The  systematic  destruction  cf  rats  and  mice  is 
carried  out  satisfactorily.  There  arc  two  fully  trained 
Rodent  Operators  on  the  staff  and  the  system  of  block  control 
is  being  operated.
